(54) FLAT TEMPERATURE FUSE 

(57) Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a simple 
structured fuse that is easily mounted, can cover a 
large area of a can wall, and has high reliability, 
by holding a solder wire in zigzag on a flat body 
such as plastics, cloth, or paper, and connecting 
terminals with both sides of the solder wire. 

SOLUTION: A flat body 1 is constituted with heat 
resistant plastics such as polyimide resin, or 
noncombustible or fire-resistant nonwoven-fabric or 
paper, and this sheet-shaped body 1 holds a solder 
wire 2 in zigzag. Nonwoven fabric made of slag wool 
is used as the sheet-shaped body 1, the solder wire 
2 is placed bent in zigzag on the sheet-shaped body 
.1, its plural points are adhered , or fixed to the 
nonwoven fabric via silicone resin 3, and finally 
lead wires 4 are deposited on both; ends of the 
solder wire 2 to constitute a flat temperature fuse. 
Because the solder is not adhered to the flat body, 
it drops due to own weight by melting and immediate 



cutting ability can be secured.
